BART  BOARD  RACE 

In  mid-February  the  CPA  received 
a  letter  from  DART ,  requesting 
our   suggestion  of  a  candidate 
for  the  3ART  3oard  seat  recently 
vacated  by  Elmer  Cooper.  The 
GPA  Board  of  Directors  submitted 
the  name  of  Judith  Creighton, 
an  active  and   concerned  Glen 
Park  resident.     On  Feb.  26,  _ 
Judy  was  told   to   prepare  a 
speech  and  to  appear  at  a  Can- 
didates' Night  on  March  2. 

The  40  applicants  for  the  BART 
District  8  position  (the  area 
includes  the  iunset,  Ingleside, 
and  Outer  Mission)  were  screened 
at  2  meetings  held  at  the  BART 
Board  room  in  Oakland.  Each 
candidate  gave  a  5  minute  talk, 
followed  by   informal  questions 
from  the  Board.     ;is.  Creighton 
stressed  her   involvement  with 
the  community,   her  commitment 
to   improve  BART   service  and 
BART-MUM   coordination,   and  her 
concern  for  the  effects  of  a 
BART   station  upon  a  community. 
Unfortunately,   few  Glen  Park 
residents   could  attend,  because 
of  the  short  notice  and  distant 
location.     We  wonder  why  no 
other  candidate  contacted  the 
GPA. 

The  candidate  chosen  was  Eugene 
Garfinkle,   a  corporate  and 
business   lawyer  who  resides  in 
the  St.  Francis  Woods  area. 
We  congratulate  Mr.  Garfinkle 
on  his  election,  and  hope  to 
meet  with  him  soon. 

PROPOSED  GLEN  Park  development 

The  City  Planning  Commission 
has  voted  to  uphold  a  Planning 
Department  ruling  to  require  a 
full  EIR  (Environmental  Impact 
Report)  for  the  proposed  "Glen 
Park  Center." 

The  developers  of  the  project 
appealed  the  Department  of  City 
Planning' s  ruling  at  a  hearing 
before  the  Commission  on  March 
10th.     Glen  Park  residents 
filled  the  room,   and  all  who 
wished  to  were  given  a  chance 
to  express  their  views. 

According  to  the  "San  Francisco 
Progress"   the  commissioners 
felt  that  their  decision  was 
pre-determined  because  of  the 
state  Environmental  Quality 
Act,   which  mandates  EIR's  for 
projects  that  may  create  sig- 
nificant adverse  impacts. 
Deputy  zoning  administrator 
Bob  Passmore  urged  the  up- 
holding of  the  staff  declara- 
tion.    At  the  conclusion  of  the 
2  hour  meeting,   the  Commission 
voted  5-0  to  uphold  the  EIR 
requirement.  Commissioner 
Bierman  stated  that  S.F.  dev- 
elopments of  a  smaller  scale 
and  with  less  of  an  impact  had 
involved  EIR's.  Commissioner 
Rosenblatt  urged  the  developers 
and  the  neighborhood  to  give 
serious   consideration  to  alter- 
natives,  and  to  work  together. 
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
